A two-minute siren blast at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning was the 
signal to Israelis throughout the 
country to observe the Martyrs and 
Herces Memorial Day. Flags were 
lowered to half-mast, and traffic 
and work came to a standstill 

Memortal assemblies were held 
in most localities, and with the 
Yom Kippur War still fresh in 
People's minds, and last week's 
massacre in Kiryat Shmona even 
More so, many thousands appeared 
te observe the occasion more so- 
lemniy than in previous years, In 
Most of the assemblies, speakers 
made some reference to the Kiryat 
Shmona massacre or its aftermath. 

The three focal points of the 
observance were at Yad Vashem in 
" Jerusalem, Kibbutz Lohamei 
taot (Ghetto Fighters), and Kibbutz 
Yad Mordechal. At Yad Vashem. 
thousands visited the Yizkor pavilion 
and the Holocaust Museum, and an 
honour guard of former ghetto figh- 
ters, partisans and concentration 
camp inmates stood all day at the 
Heroism Monument, where many 
dozens of wreaths were laid, 

‘The assembly at Kibbutz Lohamei 
Hagetaot last night was addressed 
by Minister Yisrael Galili. He said 
Israel was ready for agreements 
and compromises to achieve peace, 
“but our insistence on secure borders 
is not an abstract, sterile demand, 
or a national myth, but a necessity 
we cannot forgo for the sake of 
the very existence of the Jewish 
State, in view of the Nazi-inspired 
ideology of Jewish destruction that

the Arab leaders have not yet given 
up.” 

The memorial meeting at Lohamei 
Hagetaoct was attended by nearly 
10,000 people. The Jewish State, Mr. 
Galili told them, must live by the 


eath of the ghetto fighters to be- 


courageous and strong, disdaining 


illusions, and on guard against plots, ‘OP 


“We must be aware of the limits 
of our strength, but no less of its 
qualities", he said. 

Isrzel was happy to have reached 
the ent agreement with 
Egypt, “and it is not we who are 
delaying a similar agreement with 
Syria", Mr. Galili said. But there 
was a long way from such agree- 
ments to peace. He welcomed the 
current “questioning of ways" by 
the country’s youth, .as a legitimate 
and natural search for a better fu- 
ture, but said there was no future 
for those who did not take into 
account the terrible past. The Ho- 
locaust must become the motivating 
force to safeguard the Jewish State 
and guide its youth to build a better 
society, he concluded. 

Labour Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
struck a similar note during his 
address at Kibbutz Yad Mordechai, 
where 5,000 persons attended the 
memorial meeting. He said Israelis 
must overcome the internal weak- 
nesses which" occasionally crop up, 
in order to make true the Jewish 
eredo of peace, which was also the 
credo of the Ghetto fighters. 

At the same time, he said, one 
must. remember the world has al- 
ways shown hatred to Jews every- 
where, and looked the other way 
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when they were killed. “If we ex- 
pected that the world would change 
its attitude after the Holocaust, the 
Yom Kippur War came and proved 
it persists in tts old ways.” 

Former Ghetto fighters and parti- 
sans also spoke to the assembled, 
reminding ail that most of the Hu- 
ean countries overrur by the 
Nazis were hand in glove with them 
when itt came to killing the Jews, 
and emphasizing that no matter how 
good relations were now between 
Israel and Germany, “our account 
with the German People can never 
be closed.” 

In many cities and villages, the 
memorial assemblies took place on 
Wednesday night, while yesterday 
thousands visited various sites and 
monuments dedicated to the memo- 
ry of the six million Holocaust vic- 
tims. Some 1,500 survivors of the 
Holocaust from Poland attended a 
memorial meeting at a Jewish Na- 
tional Fund forest dedicated to 
Nazi victims near Eshtaol, in the 
Jerusalem Corridor. Tel Aviv’s Chief 
Rabbit Yedidya Frenkel aud Cantor 
Yaacov Samek officiated. Some 600 
students took part in an assembly 
at the Technion, addressed by 
Shmuel Tamir, MEK. 

A memorial meeting for 140 sol- 
diers of the Jewish Brigade’s 462nd 
Transport Regiment, who died at sea 
during the war against the Nazis, 
was held at Mount Herzl cemetery 
in JerusaJem, at the foot of the mo- 
nument in their memory, The 140 
were among 834 sokiiers of the re- 
giment aboard a ship carrying 750 
soldiers from Africa, which was 
sunk by German planes in 1943.

Yehuda found guilty of 
taking IL.230,000 


HAIFA. — A local lawyer, Israel 
Yehuda, was convicted in the District 
Court here yesterday on charges of 
misappropriating 11230,000 of his 
clients’ money. 

Yehuda was arrested at Lod Air- 
port last August on his return from 
Rhodesia, where he had fied at the 
beginning of 1972 to avoid facing the 
charges. ᾿ 

Yehuda's claim that he had been 
forced to flee the country in Febru- 
ary, 1972, after $70,000 worth of 
foreign currency and bonds he had 
purchased with his clients’ money 
had been stolen: from him in an 
armed robbery was rejected by the 
Court. : 

When asked why he had not im- 
mediately reported the robbery, 
Yehuda replied he had been afraid 
of facing criminal charges for vio- 
lating currency regulations. He added 
that he was advised by a “leading 


legal figure" — whom he refused to 
identify — not to report the robbery 
and to leave the country. 

The Court held that the robbery 
story was pure fabrication and was 
clearly designed to conceal the truth. 
Furthermore, 28 a lawyer, Yehuda 


had no right to use his clients’ money - 


for any purpose, but was required 
to deposit It in a separate account. 
Finally, there was no evidence to 
show that the misappropriated funds 
had been returned to his clients since 
Yehuda’s return from Rhodesia, the 
court added.

Kennedy, who arrived from 
Belgrade, said he was delighted 
to be in the Soviet Union and 
said he had come “not to ne- 
gotiate but to learn.”

“Mountains cannot be brought 
together but men can.” 


Kennedy, now on the last lap 
of an East European tour, ap- 
parently hopes to convince the

The Democratic senator, whose 
assassinated brother, the late 
President John Kennedy, is still 
regarded with strong official 
sympathy here, is expected to 
put over the Hberal viewpoint on 
Watergate at a meeting with 
Communist Party Chief Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

A, session with Brezhnev, who 
has based his policy of improving 
relations with ‘Washington lar- 
gely on the survival of Nixon, 
has not been firmly set, but his 
aides were confident it would 
take place.

Cogniat said he believed this 
this was an excuse to hide the Louv- 
re’s confusion because neither of the 
painter’s two children, re i 
since his death ag legitimate heirs, 
have challenged the gift of the col- 
lection made by his wife, Jacqueline, 
and his eldest son, Paulo, in ex- 
change for tax exemptions on the 
rest of the inheritance. 

‘The Louvre’s embarrassment ap- 
parently involves its vision of it- 
self as the world’s greatest museum, 
one which does not allow it to ex- 
hibit doubtful or mediocre works 
even if they are labelled as 
examples of the tastes of a great 
master. The conception of the Mu- 
seum’s role Is regarded by many 
young curators and art historians 
as old-fashioned and unimaginative. 

Cogniat himself has said that the 
Kind of show which might offer 
Picasso's fine Cezannes und Matis- 
ses alongside what appear to be 
fakes might be a little bit too 
subtle for the Louvre’s visitors. 

The gift to the Louvre was made 
in accordance with Picasso’s -own 
wishes. His one condition was that 
the works not be split up and go 
on exhibition as the Picasso Col- 
lection in a single room of the 
Louvre.

Arab Lands since 1970. “Perhaps 
they're just unaware of how grave 
the problem is or think the num- 
ber of Jews in Syria is insignificant 
compared with the millions who are 
oppresaed elsewhere.” 

Yehuda Pinhasi, a member of 
Justice Cohn'’s committee, left the’ 
Syria-Turkish border town of Qa- 
mishli in 1942. Although he was 
only eight years old when he ar- 
rived in Israel, memortes of the 
people and the suffering he left 
behind are seared into his conscious- 
ness, and he is still in contact with 
Jews who followed him here. “He

To stray more than four kilo- 
metres from home is borbidden, and 
their identity cards, marked ‘“Mou- 
,Sawi' (meaning follower of Moses}, 
are checked vigilantly wherever they 
go. No one without special per- 
Mission may leave the house after 
the 6 p.m. curfew, which the Sy- 
rians say was introduced merely for - 
the residents’ own protection. The 
authorities no longer aliow more than 
four Jews to assemble at.any one 
time in order to prevent a “cons- 
piracy against the State.”

reduced to grinding poverty by strict 
economic limitations.

move toward Rockefeller camp

‘CH, about whose dip- 
Jomacy at the 1815 Congress of 
Vienna Henry Kissinger wrote a 
definitive atudy, was a diplomat who 
calculated everything in political 
terms. It igs even reported that 
when one of the participants at 
the Congress of Vienna died, Metter- 
nich expressed surprise: “I wonder 
what his motive was!" 


Without assuming that Kissinger's 
recent marriage needs to be scru- 
tinized for political motives, there 
is Httle doubt that the announce- 
ment of the wedding by former 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York certainly has political impli- 
cations. The event was not announced 
by either President Nixon or the 
State Department, who would have 
thereby explained ‘the “occasion” 
for Kissinger’s 10-day absence from 
Washington on holiday. Instead, 
word of the forthe marriage 
was publicly delivered by Governor 
Rockefeller during a political 
speech at a Republican gathering 
assembled to consider forthcoming 
party strategy. This, together with 
The fact that it was revealed that 
Kissinger had flown to Mexico for 
his honeymoon on Rockefeller’s pri- 
vate plane, denoted very clearly that 


ing the latter’s search for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 


Tt will be recalled that Kissin- 
ger, in 1968, while still a Professor 
of Government at Harvard, was 
Rockefeller's adviser on interna- 
tional affairs, during the latter’s 
race to win the Republican party 
nomination for the Presidency. In 
this role, Kissinger had drafted sev- 
eral key position-papers which out- 
lined proposals for a “new’’ foreign 
policy for the United States, includ- 
ing a suggestion for opening the 
door to China and the institution 
of a fresh relationship of detente 
with the Soviet Union. 


Rockefeller’'s efforts to win the 
nomination failed, however, and Kis- 
singer returned to his and 
writing at Harvard. But after Nixon 
was elected President in November 
1968 he decided, upon Rockefeller’s 
recommendation, to meet Kissinger. 
After two lengthy sessions together 
Nixon made the surprise announce- 
ment that he had offered Kissinger 
the position of Adviser to the Pre- 
sident on Nationa] Security Affairs. 
It was surprising since Nixon's out- 
look on international affairs was 
Tegarded as too conservative, and 
Kissinger’s as too Ifhera]l, for a 
truly effective partnership. Neverthe- 


less this “marriage of convenience” 


chalked up considerable successes 
for the United States in the inter- 


But now, Nixon, whatever else 
he may be, is a lameduck President. 
Constitutionally, he cannot run for 
a third term in any case and is 
only interested in serving out the 
remainder of his second tenm. More- 
over, the Watergate episode hes so 
damaged Nixon's prestige that even 
if he should succeed in completing 
his term of office, he will be quite 
unable to wield any real weight in 
designating a successor, It is quite 
obvious already that the Republican 
race is an open one, without any 
sure successor in sight. 

It is in these circumstances that 
Neilson Rockefeller some two months 
ago announced his resignation from 
the office of Governor of New 
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York State. He did not state his 
Intentions, ‘but they were clear 
enough —- to devote all his energies 
between now and November 1976, 
first, to winning the Republican no- 
mination, and second, to winning 
the Presidential election. 

It is hardly surprising that in all 
this political manoeuvring Kissin- 
ger has started out in search of a 
new master, (A new wife he now 
has, and President of the United 
States he cannot be since he 15 not 
a born American.) The affinity in 
ideological outlook between him and 
Rockefeller has, naturally enough, 
brought these two together again. 
But on this occasion it is Kissin- 
ger who is lending weight and pres- 
tige to the Rockefeller campaign. 


Perhaps this is the most remark- 
able aspect of the whole affair — 
that a foreign policy adviser and 
subsequently, ne ak of State, 
should be something of a kingmak- 
er — at least for the "Republican 
nomination. This, no doubt, is a tri- 
bute to the outstanding success 
which Kissinger has scored in re- 
cent years in his foreign policy. His 
further influence, therefore, will alsa 
depend on the measure of success 
of failure he attains during ‘the 
balance of the Nixon tenure. 


But Kissinger’s calculated move, 
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θα aang Widig Sint θὲς τιον τα 
feller camp can also boomerang. If 
Nixon is impeached and Ford suc- 
ceeds to the Presidency, it can be 
expected that the new President will 
select his own Secretary of State. 
Ford will then be the front-runner 
for the Republican nomination, and 
it is not likely that he will pro- 
vide a Rockefeller supporter with the 
ready forum of the Department of 
State from which to operate. In 
such a case, however, it is unlikely 
that Kissinger would wait until 
Nixon was actually impeached. More 
that likely he would resign ‘earller 
and announce that he is devoting 
himself to promoting the Rockefeller 
candidacy. 


At any event, the manner of mak- 
ing Kissinger's wedding announce- 
ant must be seen as one of the 
opening shots in the creation of a 
new alliance aimed at cap 
the Republican nomination for 197! 
and ultimately the dency. This 
is perhaps the first time in recent 
history, since the decline of monar- 
chist rule, that the announcement of 
a marriage has been endowed with 
significant political implications.
